The Dominion is already

ments he said, and is possessed of 
the self reliance and confidence nec- 
essary to bring that development :to 
its highest state. 
"Canada Is anticipating an immigra- 
tion that should be unprecedented in 
Canadian history," Baron Sbaunessey 
said,, "as after the war, the Dominion 
will naturally be looked upon as the 
Promised Land, by many people of 
Europe. 
"She has developed a sea 
traffic 
on both Atlantic and the Pacific, that 
is tremendous," he continued. "This 
will undoubtedly be further develop- 
ed, proving to be a powerful aid in 
moulding trade connection favorable 
to Canada;after the war. 
"Canada cannot go back.

over-expansion."

E. Hughes went Into what he termed 
1 the "home stretch of the campaign 
with the opening speech here today 
of his last.trip before election day. Mr. 
Hughes spoke 
before 
an 
audience 
composed partly of workers in muni- 
tion plants nearby. 
Urge* Protective Tariff. 
"This is no time for complacency," 
he said. -"This is no time for political 
talk about prosperity. It is time for 
thought. When the men now in the 
trenches of Europe are withdrawn to 
follow the pursuits of peace, the ab- 
normal stimulus of war will be with- 
drawn and the men in this country 
now engaged in satisfying the demands 
of Europe at war no longer will have 
that demand to satisfy. 
"It is a new Europe we will have to 
meet; a disciplined, 
organized 
Eu 
rope, and we should meet it with a 
new United States. You can no more 
run this country in the coming years 
on the tariff principles of our oppon- 
ents than you can ny to the moon-" 
Mr. 
Hughes 
alluded also to the 
Adamson bill. 
"I deprecate every effort to arouse 
class antagonism in this country," he 
said. "There is no hope for an Ameri- 
ca embittered by class 
antagonism. 
You can engulf us in the most serious 
social disturbances that way. It takes 
no wit to develop a feelink of bitter- 
ness. It only requires thoughtless- 
ness and application of force, instead 
of following a rule of reason." 
Mr. Hughes declared 
co-operation 
also was necessary 
between capital 
and labor for industrial stability. 
"There; are no isles of 
safety m 
American life," he said, in asserting 
that the time had passed when men 
could build little citadels along the 
highways of commerce. 
Denies War Bogey. 
Mr. Hughes spoke also for main- 
tenance of American rights. 
"It is said that a vote for me is a 
vote -for war," he eaid. 
"It is said 
that the alternative of the adminis 
.li«iti<m'*Hpelicy.-.-J»«-»»ar2>!yiA-"»ote-- for 
me is a vote for maintaining our last 
ing peace and security by our self re- 
spect, and confidence and friendship 
of all nations." 
En route to Hartford, Mr. Hughes 
was greeted by crowds at New Haven 
and Meridan. Several hundred Yale 
students cheered him at New Haven. 
Their spokesmen told him, that class 
room duties had prevented others 
from being present. To these Mr. 
Hughes sent the following telegram: 
"Extend to men of Yale my best 
wishes and appreciation of what they 
are doing in the campaign. The cam- 
paign concerns the efforts of young 
men and there is little hope for young 
men of America unless we have a 
sound basis for American rights and 
property safeguarded. I could talk an 
nour on the subject of college men in 
their relations to politics." 
Mrs. Hughes left the party at Hart- 
ford for Wellesley to spend the aft- 
ernoon with her daughter, Miss Cath- 
erine, who is a student at Wellesley 
College.•uBiBdiueo jo art vr\

Question: 'If one is getting high 
testing milk on a ration of corn-stalks 
and timothy hay, why should one feed 
grain?—E. TJ. 
Answer: In order to get more milk. 
If a little of a good thing is. good, more 
of it is certainly better. 


The richness of the milk does not 
depend to any great extent on the 
kind offered. It is in the cow, and the 
less milk she gives the richer it is 
likely to be. If you have good cowa 
you-'nhould certainly feed something 
besides timothy hay and corn-stalks, 
or corn stover. Such a ration is not 
right even for the maintenance of the 
cow, 
to Bay nothing 
of 
producing 
milk. 
Clover or alfalfa are much to 
be preferred to timothy hay, on ac- 
count of the protein, which Is a neces- 
sary constituent of the feed if cows 
are to produce milk in anything like 
paying quantities. 
Protein may also 
be secured from bran and other con- 
centrates. The best plan is to feed 
some bran and some alfalfa or clover, 
though cows do very well on alfalfa 
and corn silage without grain. 


For winter cows should have some 
succulent feed. 
It Is impossible to 
keep up a good flow of milk without. 
Silage is the best for this, but if one 
has no silo stock beets should be fed. 
If one has neither b« should plan to 
have them another season. In the 
meantime be should 
buy bran and 
combine it with some other grains. 
The following would make a good ra- 
tion: Bran, forty pounds; ground oats, 
thirty pounds; 
gluten Feed, thirty 
pounds; or he might use bran, thirty 
pounds; corn cob meal, thirty pounds; 
wheat middlings, thirty pounds; oil 
meal, ten pounds. This should be fed 
at the rate of about one pound of the 
mixture to three or four pounds of 
milk. 
Unfortunately the prices of feed are 
high this season, but fortunately the 
price of butter fat is high also. Good 
feed will pay if you have good cows 
and a Judicious expenditure for grain 
will bring a profit, and in fie spring 
you will have something forfyour win- 
ter's work. 
Unless you do this you 
are likely to have your winter's work 
for the fun of doing It. 
Beside the profit from the increase 
in butter fat the purchase of feeds is 
of value in bringing increased fertility 
to the farm. 
This is an important 
item that is usually not taken into 
consideration, 
but

deserves 
more attention. 
AJ1 the feeds recom- 
mended are rich in the elements need- 
ed for plant growth. 
The value of 
'manure from animals fed from these 


trrains for each ton bought is as fol- 
lows: 
Wheat bran, f 10.19;'oat feed, 
15.30: cotton seed meal, J19.20; wheat 
middlings, $5.77. Deducting this from 
the price of the grain when bought by

SUQuestion: 
When should celery be 
dug and how should it be stored?—H. 


'Answer: 
Celery should be dug be- 


fore the ground freezes as it is in- 
jured by freezing. If the celery is be- 
tween boards for bleaching they will, 
of course, protect it from quite severe 
frosts. 
It is hardly safe to leave it 
after this time unless it is well bank- 
ed with leaves or straw to protect it 
from freezing.

to 
instruct 
the faculties In regard to hog cholera 
and its 'prevention. 
It is the intention of Dr. Greeder to 
open the plant here on such a scale 
that he can do an interstate business, 
and not confine his work to this par- 
ticular locality, as many of the smaller 
serum producers do. At present there 
is only the plant at the university ag- 
ricultural college and one small pri- 
vate plant in Madison. Both of these, 
of course, confine their production to 
the state. For carrying on an inter- 
state business a government license is 
necessary, which carries with it^a per 
Iodic inspection into the i 


i conditions oE production. 
' 
"Hog cholera is a very much misun- 
derstood disease," 
said Dr. Greeder 
last night, "and one about which very 
•little is known. There has been so 
much faking and humbug foisted upon 
the farmer In the name 
of 
serum 
treatment that he no longer has con- 
fidence in this method of dealing with 
the disease. A suave veterinary will 
claim to a farmer that he can com- 
pletely prevent 'a herd, of hogs from 
catching the disease. The farmer is 
of course, delighted to be protected 
against this scourge, and engages the 
services of the faker, who pretends to 
immunize the hogs or attempts to do 
it in a blundering, unsuccessful man- 
ner with the inevitable result that 
the herd is lost the first time It is ex- 
posed to 
the 
disease. Experiences 
like this do much to turn, the farmer

These new- 
serums are for diseases about which 
little is known and for which there is 
at present no method of prevention.

sult that he has manufactured a suit- 
able serum. 
He is at

installing new 
equipment in the plant and complete- 
ly renovating it in preparation for his 
own work. He will probably employ 
four or five men, some of whom must 
be trained veterinarians and bacteriol- 
ogists. The plant will be ready for 
operation in about two weeks.
